• Lessons in Practical Farming. 


Interesting- and cheering news conies from the onion fields 


in the Massachusetts part' of the' GonnecficuI valley, fhe crop 
being reported as very large. <The acreage is not so great as 
last year, but .the yield i^betfe'ra'iid it is estimated that there 
will be gathered;from'about'.5,000. acres nearly 2,500,000 
bushels of marketable onions which at present prices represent 
a vast /amount of money 'iu ''e distributed in a farming" region'. 


And the news from these onion fields is interesting; in an- 


othersense. It.is interesting and instructive because if Reaches 
or should teach the native^Americans what caii be done by 
hard work and steady application. The region in which'ihese 
great onion fields, are located was settled .and.occupied for 
iiiany years by native New l^nglanders, who, it is regreUable 
io say, gradually lost their grip and have.largely given, way to 
foreigners. Not that there is anything to be said against the 
foreigners who have taken their places, 
:lt is altogether to 


their credit that th'ey have been willing and able to take run- 
down farms and restore them to productivity through hard 
work and economical living. 


The farms in question are now largely in the possession of 


Poles, who .take kindly to the tillage of the soil and prefer the 
independent life of the fanner to the stuffy life of.the mills:hi 
the industrial centers.- Most of (hem began their.industrial 
lives in the 'mills, but one after another has branched.put with 
his small savings and acquired a foothold on Ihe land, where 
for years fhey have been doing well, and are now doing better 
than ever before. They have improved their farms and 
brought thejn lo a high state of productivity. They are living 
Ihe lives of independent citizens and making money. 


, 
, And how have fhey done all this? They have done it by 


practicing the same virtues that enabled the oJgihal settlers 
to thrive and prosper until, to say it iri plain English, they got 
above their business. The sons and'daughters of prosperous 
farmers did not.like to harden tjieir hands and soil their clothes 
with work on the land, so they went away, lo (he cities and 
took positions in \yhich they could wear good clothes, leaving 
Ihe farms to the old folks.untilfhe latter were obliged to give 
way lo the foreigners who are..not afraid of work, anil are n'ot 
ashamed to live within their means. 


The Poles and oilier foreigners who are now so largely in 


possession :of one of Hie rnost desirable farming sections of 
Massachusetts are there hy,right. They have worked 'their 
passage and accimiiilated.^h'al-.lhey have gol through industry 
and thrift,.while the . soils" a li'd'daughters who inherited these 
possessions stan'd aside and look on in surprise, and offer'as 
{he only explanation of the momentous change, "We can't 
live as lliey.do."

Agricultural colleges, speakers and writers are all right-in 


their way and undoubtedly do much good, but those desiring 
real lessons in practical farming may well pay lieed lo (he 
demonstrations given, nol only in Massachusetts but inyu'ajiy 
other parts of New England and. the country, by the simple 
folk who have come from other shores with a willingness and 
a capacity (o show us how to do it.
